Ciihada and Séuth Africa found themselves entirely in accord. Sir Robert 
Borden ‘did ‘not labor the point, nor did he take time to explain just why this 
chould be so. But-is not-the reason quite self-evident? Here in Canada, 

«t times, when from one: cause or another, racial and language difficulties 
‘erép up, and dishonorable use is made of these differences and difficulties to. 
inflame the passttns and prejudices of people, the question is frequently 
asked in-the English-speaking Provinces: Why should Canada be obliged to 
regoghize the French language, and continue certain old French saps when 
Aiistralia is not s9 hound? ; 

"Phe answer is not far to seek. Canada; like South Africa, is a conquered 
ecuntry..It‘ was originally a’Frerich possession, but was wrested by force of 
British arms from France, just as the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
ve 2re wrested ‘from the Boers, Australia, on the other hand, was colonized 
hy English- speaking people.

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Safeguarding Life At Sea 


Parliament Will Likely Deal 
Problem At Next Segsion 
Parliament at the forthcoming ses- 
sion will probably be asked to enact 
legislation putting into effect some’ of 
the provisions of ‘the convention which 
resulted from the “safety of life at 
sea conference.”” This was held last 
year and was attended by Alex. John- 
son, deputy minister of mariné. While 
the general provisions of the conven- 
tion do not become effective until 
1931, a number of thém are consider- 
ed of sufficient urgency. to warrant 
their being adopted by the signatory 
governments. at the earliest. This has

The convention agreed that hence- 
forth ocean-going ships generally 
must carry wireless. It will be com- 
pulsory for passenger vessels and also 
for freighters of 1,600 tons and aver. 

Each administration has discretion 
to. exempt from this provision speci- 
fied voyages where the administration 
is satisfied that these do not involve 
any hazard. 

According to international agrée- 
ment, a passenger ship is one which 
carries .12 passengers and over; but it 
is realized that there are circum- 
stances under which small vessels 


‘coming within that classification op- 


erate without the remotest risk. Such 
ships would be exempt from the pro- 
posed legislation, 

Hitherto one of the difficulties has 
been the equipping of freighters with 
radio apparatus. The: cost. of main- 
tenance, involving, as it does, the pay- 
ment of no fewer than three oper- 
ators, is at times prohibitive. In order 
to meet this problem, however, the 
conference has devised an automatic 
system which reduces the number of 
freighter radio men to one. This in- 
vention makes it possible for a ship 
to receive an “S.O.S.” in the form of 


a warning signal.. The stricken vessel, 


sends out its message in four second 
dashes, and this reaches the one-man 
radio equipped freighter by ‘the ring- 
ing of a bell both in the signal-house 
and in the chartroom. Thus, if the 
operator is off duty, the officer on 
watch receives the warning signal, 
and immediately. is able to communi- 
cate that fact to the operator whe can 
thus proceed to his post and take the 
message.

Dental Infection Plays’ An Important 
Part In Development Of Disease 
In days gone by, treatment wf teeth 
was based on the assumption that 
they had no relat’on to the rest of 
the body, We have learned in recent 
years, however, that dental infec- 
tions play an important part In many 
systemic diseases. The Mayo Clinic, 
which has won fame all over the 
world for the high standard it main- 
tains, and the conscient’ous treatment 
it gives pationts, now insists that 
every person who comes up for treat- 
ment should undergo a thorough ex- 
amination of the mouth, no matter 
what disease is apparent. 


It is, therefore, of the highest im- 
portance that we be most systematic 
in taking the very best care possible 
of our teeth, and it will help us to do 
80 if we know some of the reasons. 
There is a world of truth in the old 
quotation, “Infected teeth are ill ten- 
ants.” ‘ 

Dr. Charles Mayo once said that 
the great mass of the people of this 
generat on, would die from one of the 
great plagues, but that ninety out 
of one hundred would probably die be- 
cause of some simple infection, the 
original cause of which would give 
them no trouble. 

One by one the great agencies of 
the world are taking even more in- 
terest in what the teeth are doing to 
the rest of the system. The life in- 
surance companies want to know 
what is ins de the applicant’s mouth 
betore they decide whether he or she 
is a good risk for a policy. Large in- 


» dustries employ dentists to examine 


the teeth of the’r employees and see 
to it that they have the best chance of 
h’ghest efficiency through healthy 
mouths. 

The best thing wh'ch the teeth do 
for us is to masticate our food. Mas- 
tication is the first step in digestion, 
and unless the food is prepared pro- 
perly, our digestive organs get out of 
order, and as the saying is, “he who 
does not masticate his food is the 
enemy of his own life.” 

Tooth-ache, while about as unpleas- 
ant as anything one can think of, has 
its advantages, because it is a danger 
signal and sometimes we are apt to 
be a bit careless unless we rece've a 
very emphatic warning. The fact that 
you have no tooth-ache, however, 
should not be taken to mean that 
your teeth need no attention. Some- 
times people have teeth that are grad- 
ually undermining their health while 
they are not suspecting danger. They 
‘reach middle age and find that not 


only are their teeth getting past the 


stage of usefulness, but their general 
health has suffered as well. One of the 
most intell'gent habits one can form 
is a regular visit to the dentists every 
six months and the utmost oo-opera- 


_ tion with him when we get there. 


Immigrants from Italy, Greece, and 
have fine teeth. Investigation of this 
factor in their lives showed that they 
eat a simple diet, consisting of coarse 
foods, plenty of fruit and vegetables, 
and dark bread that ts never eaten 
while it is too fresh. They do not 
have the same oppo: ties that we 
te flour and 
refined sugar, and they seldom eat 
candy, On the other hand, the Mayo 
Clin'c examination of fifteen hundred 
patients shows that 87 per cent. had 
infected teeth, and 60 per cent. suffer- 
‘ed from pyorrhea. ‘i 

The British Dental Agsociation re- 
ports that 86 per cent. of the English 


‘and Scotch school children have de- 


payed teeth. We, who have niuch more 
opportunity of taking care of our- 
selves than has the poor immigrant, 
find that we are second to them in 
the care of our teeth. There is only 
one reason—the food we eat. Dental 
disease in the past has increased with 
the advance of civilization. We de- 
stroy valuable constituents in our 
food w'th too much intensive cooking 
and refining. So it behooves us to take 
care of our teeth. . 

Teeth, properly and regularly 
brushed, will not decay unless candy 
is indulged in to excess. Children can 
be saved a lot of useless trouble with 
their teeth if they are properly train- 
ed in this respect. They will not crave 
candies unless they are allowed to 
have them more than is necessary.

An adult who indulges in candies, 
{should do so during meal times. Can- 
| diés or sweets should not be taken be- 
|twepn meals, and if this is done the 
mouth should be rinsed out tmmedi- 
ately w th water. To @at candies just 
before going to bed, is the best way 
to encourage tooth-decay and large 
dentists’ bills. 

If you are visiting the dentist reg- 
ularly, he will soon, récognize any 
symptoms of pyorrhea in your mouth, 
ahd the time to treat this disease is 
in its early stages. To avo'd pyorrhea, 
one must avoid taking soft, starchy 
and gelatinous foods, like cake, be- 
[tween meals and béfore going to bed 
at night. Whenever they are taken 
| they should be followed by cleansers 
such as fruit. Cleanliness of the 
mouth is one of the greatest means 
of avoiding this disease. Thorough 
mast’cation helps by increasing the 
circulation In the gums. If you have 
erred in the matter of diet in the past, 
the best thing you can do to correct 
your mistake is to maintain the habit 
of brushing the gums ad teeth after 
each meal.

At a meeting of the Committee re- 
cently held in Ottawa, it was decided 
that entries for the Congress must be 
made through the provincial secretar- 
ies, and must reach Mr. Robertson, at 
Ottawa, not later than February 21. 
Entries’ received by this date will be 
in time to reach the Old Country of- 
fice before the closing dates for en- 
tries. The provincial departments are 
to provide inspection for the birds and 
to pay the transportation to and from 
Ottawa. The Federal Department 
will take charge of the birds on ar- 
rival at Ottawa, pay the entry fees 
as well as the transportation charges 
from Ottawa to the Congress and re- 
turn, 

Mr. L. F. Burrows, at Ottawa, is 
secretary of the Congress, and any in- 
formation needed by prospective ex- 
hibitors can be secured from him.

Average Working Time Of Farm 
Woman Is Sixty-Three Hours 4 
Week 

Politi¢ians are disputing about ap- 
pointments of census-takers, and 
there have been debates about the 
proper form of the questionnaires to 
be submitted to cit'zens. Now comes 
a lady representing the National Wo- 
men's Party to protest against one 
classification in the census. It {is 
that of housewives as women having 
“no occupation,” 

This certa’‘nly cannot mean having 
nothing to do. According to the De- 
partment of Agriculture the average 
working time of the farmer's wife is 
sixty-three hours a week. Many 
mothers must be busy a longer time 
than that. To prepare meals for a 
family or even to oversee their pre- 
paration, to look after bread-mak ng 
and sweeping and dusting, to get the 
children off to school, to make every- 
thing snug and cozy for the tired 
business man when he comes home in 
the evening—to say nothing of dress- 
making and clothes-mending and 
feeding the cat or the dog—are 
enough to keep even a highly efficient 
woman going for long hours. 

Perhaps the census officials will re- 
ply that what they mean is not to 
include housewives among women 
having a “gainful occupation.” But 
this may be regarded as adding in- 
sult to injury. Busy mothers might 
well protest that if they do not di- 
rectly earn money by their labors, 
they at least save a lot and that this 
ought to be allowed for on the credit 
side of the family budget. In any 
case, women who know nothing of the 
eight-hour day in their houses are 


entitled to a scornful laugh at a 


dawdling census-taker who puts them 
down as hav'ng “no occupation.” 
They may say that they have nothing 
else but.

Origin Of Word “Sundae” 


Virginia Druggist Invented Refresh- 
ment To Get Around Law 

The origin of the word “sundae” 
is told in the London Sunday Times: 
When the Blue Laws of Virginia were 
enforced it was made unlawful for 
drug stores to sell sodawater on 
Sunday, although these places were 
allowed to keep open. One Sunday, 
after the enactment, a man visiting 
Norfolk, entered a drug store and 
asked for sodawater. He was told it 
was against the law to draw soda- 
water on Sunday, but there was no 
known objection to thé.sale of ice 
cream. As the man did not care for 
plain vanilla cream, the druggist | 
suggested that he should try some 
chocolate syrup on it. The visitor 
liked this so well that he came back 
later for more, and brought some 
friends with him. A number of other 
people in the store at the time, 
attracted by the appearance of the 
new refreshment, ordered it. A name 
had to be found for the concoction, 
and because the day was Sunday, and 
on account of the Sunday Blue Laws, 
the “inventor” called it a “sundae,” 
spelling it differently to avoid con- 
fusion. He advertised it as such, with 
so much success that others followed 
sult, and the mixture soon became 
popular not only on Sunday, but on 
all days of the week. The drug store 
where the sundae originated is pointed 
out with pride to those visiting Nor- 
folk, Virginia.

Wisdom Of the Bee 


How Hamanity ts Helped Through |Man Must Come To the Conclusion 


That There Is a Higher Intelligence 
Behind What Wwe Call Instinct 

Anybody who ts disturbed, as some 
are nowadays, by so-calfed scientists 
who belteve in a mechanical theory of 
the untverse, who deny any Intelll- 
gence back of things, and whd think 
that {t all just happened, might pro- 
fitably join Frank C. Pellett, a bee ex- 
pert, who fn an article in the Mower 
Grower, speculates on the wisdom of 
the bee. 

Long ago, as {t seems now, though it 
is only a short time ago in the history 
of mankind, mathematicians pa'n- 
fully figured out the fact that when 
you have to nest together. prisms of 


with the least waste of material. If, 
for instance, you wanted to, build a 
nest of silos, you would get absolutely 
the best results by making them six- 
sided instead of round, or square, or 
octagonal, or any other shape. 

Then somebody looked at a honey- 
comb and found that the bees knew 
this fact long before man discovered 
it. The cells in a honeycomb made 
by bees are six-sided, and it is an 
absolutely perfect job. Laid out as 
accurately as any engineer could do 
it—as accurately, for instance, as a 
spider's web—material no thicker 
than paper holds up the heavy load of 
honey and never breaks down. 

Now Pellett, the bee-man, wants to 
know this: Is the bee as cunningly 
intelligent as all that? Or did some 
infinite Intelligence back of things 
put this useful knowledge into the 
mind, or instinct, or whatever it is, of 
the bee? 

Pellett isn't the first to ask that. 
As long ago as the seventeenth 
century Reaumur, a famous natur- 


gineer, said this: “If one does not 
wish to regard them as very intelli- 
gent beings, one is forced to recognize 
that they must be the work of an In- 
telligence infinitely perfect and infin- 
itely powerful.” : 

Next time a mechanist tries to rob 
you of God, you might ask him about 
the six-sided cell. And at the same 
time you might ask him about the 
cunning mechanism in the bee's knees 
that could not be “evolved,” and that 


had to be “created.”—-Duluth Herald.

The only Friday to fall on a 13th 
day of the month appears in June.

The magic numbers for the year 
as indicated by the almanack con- 
tain a “18" although a “7” may coun- 
teract the unlucky effect. The num- 
bers are: Golden Number 12, epect, 
30; solar cycle, 7; Roman indiction, 
13; dominical letter, E. Four eclipses 
occur during the year, three of which 
occur on the 7th, 21st and 28th. 

Easter is late in 1980, the Lenten 
season opening on March 6 and clos- 
ing April 18. Eight bank holidays will 
be observed with the exception of 
Quebec where Ascension Day, 
Epiphany, All Saints Day and Con- 
ception Day bring the total to 12, 
Thanksgiving Day w ll be observed on 
Monday, November 10, and Labor 
Day on September 1. 

The Jewish New Year opens Tues- 
day, September 23, almost two weeks 
earlier than last year. The Hebrew 
Pentecost occurs on June 2, and Yom 
Kippur, Thursday, October 2. The 
year is Anno Mundi or the year of the 
world, 5,691.in the Jewish calendar.

Investigate Sea 
Ked Earihquakes 


Will Investigate Bottom Of Atlantic 
Ocean To Find Out What Took 
Place After Recent Tremors 

Efflbrts. to ascertain exactly, what 
happened tothe bed of fhe Atlantic 
Ocean recently, when it was shaken 
by @ series of earthquakes that snap- 
ped deep sea cables and sent a eym- 
pathetic shudder along the North 
Atlantic cpast, are to be made by 
cable ships of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company when they finish 
repairs on whch they now are work- 
ing. 

Three ships, the “Dominia,” largest 


now on duty at the scene of the two 
greatest tremors, tthe first two about 
1,000 miles due east of New York, 
working on repairs to the New York- 
Azores cable, and the latter some 200 
or 300 miles south of Newfoundland, 
engaged in patching the New York- 
Newfoundland connnecting link of-tho 
European cable. 

When they have finished their 
tasks, delayed and made difficult by 
recent storms, they will be instructed 
to gather all the oceanographic data 
possible. by soundings on their way 
back to port. 

So far the ships have noted no 
marked change in the topography of 
the ocean bottom since the quakes of 
November 18. The “Domin’a” and the 
“Calvin,” operating on information 
furnished by the device which locates 
cablo breaks within an average of a 
quarter-mile of exactitude, have p'ck- 
ed up the Azores cable exactly whero 
it was laid. 

Although the break occurred at the 
deepest po'nt along the cable's path, 


half miles with no more than normal 
difficulty, although heavy weather 
since has prevented the completion of - 
the splicing. 

The grappling iron of the Cyrus 
Field caught the Newfoundland cable, 
too, at the depth of about two and a 
half miles which was looked for at 
the point where the break came, while 
cable ships of other companies are re- 
ported to have picked up their broken 
lines in the same area without noting 
any changes in depth.

view Detice For Lifeboats 


Fires Projectile Two Hundred Feet 
and Releases Flare 

Some of the blind helplessness of 
life boats at sea hae night is:likely to 
be relieved. 

The army, the navy, the steamship 
inspection service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and the Coast 
guard have under development a de- 
vice to that end. 

With it a man can carry in his 


dard lighthouse, two hundred feet 
high, with a light of fifty thousand 
eandle power, with which to signal 
for help or guide rescue vessels. 

The device resembles a big .45 cali- 
bre pistol, although its barrel is a lit- 
tle fatter. It fires like a pistol and 
projects upward two hundred feet or 
more a projectile about-the size of-a 
big cannon cracker. This bursts and 
releases a fifty thousand candlepower 
flare, suspended from a parachute. 

The suspended light burns thirty 
seconds and the pistol is designed to 
be reloaded with one hand so that 
any desired succession of lights or 
even a code of signals can be sent 
aloft. * 

Waves washing over the lifeboat or 
water swamping it have no effect on 
the reliability of the p‘stol, Its am- 
munition has been stored in salt 
water for more than twenty-four 
hours without effect. 


Scoff At Dry Year Forecast 


University: Of Saskatchewan Scien- 
tists See. No Room To Expect 
Drouth 

Scientists at the University of Sas- 
katchewan, declined to accept the 
statement of Dr. Ralph Delury, of the 
Dominion Observatory, regarding the | 
probability of a*series of dry years. 
Rainfall is caused by the evaporation 
from the earth's surface caused by 
the heat of the sun, the greater part 
being from that two-thirds of the 
surface of the globe occupied by the 
oceans, : 

If the heat is constant, the amount 
taken into the air each year is the 
same and. the moisture that goes up| 
into the air must come down. 

Various causes such as the shift- 
ing of the ice cap, may cause 
changes in the climate of certain 
areas, but the total precipitation is 
generally considered to vary very 
slightly.

Canada Exports Brains 


But No Tariff Is Levied On This | 


Commodity 
“Thank, God,” said Dr. George ‘BR. 
Vincent, president of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, gt luncheon ih New York, 
“there is no tariff on Canadian doc- 
tors.” 


Well, it is rather. a pity there 
isn't. Canada exports far too many 
of her professional men and women, 
and if the United States were to- put 
a tariff upon them in the form, of a 
heavy poll tax, it would be a good 
thing for Canada. 

Of course, men and women are 
entitled to sell their brains in the 
best market. -The price of service is 


determined by the demand, and so 
long as the United States is able to 
pay higher salaries than Canada, 
our doctors, agricultural scientists, 
and other skilled workers will go to 
the other side. 

The United States takes as little 
merchandise as possible from Canada, 
even if it is a substantial amount, 
and sells us twice as much as she 
buys, but there is no limit to the 
quantity of university and college 
men of the highest type she will ad- 
mit free. If she were as strict about 
the human element as she is about 
our farm products, it would be to the 
benefit of this Dominion. 

Millions of dollars are spent every | 
year on education in Canada, - and 
when our youths have taken the 
highest honors, and have had such a 
training as would enable them to do 
great things for the country that 


reared them, they are lured over the 
border by higher emoluments. That 
is absolutely fheir business, and 
they are justified in taking advan- 
tage of the opportunities, 

The reat point is that Canada 
should be able to keep these builders 
here. Individual firms may not be 
able to compete for brains with some 
of the bigger corporations in the 
United States, but our great hospi- 
tals, agricultural colleges, research 
laboratories and other scientific insti- 
tutions should be able to offer the 
same inducements as our neighbors. 


Grants to these institutions should 
be on the most liberal scale. There 
is more need to build up this coun- 
try than the United States, and the 
export of our best brain power is 
more serious than the import of mer- 
chandise. One man may do some- | 
thing for Canada which may be worth 
hundreds of million of dollars, as Dr. 
Charles E. Saunders did when he dis- 
covered Marquis wheat.

“This tablet is given to the memory 
of John Hornby, M.C., an intrepid ex- 
plorer, who, on July 21, 1927, was 
found dead on the bank of the Thelon 
River, in Northern Canada, with two 
companions, Harold Adiard, 27 years 
old, and Edgar Christian, 18 years 
old. RIP.” 

The hymn, “Fight the Good Fight,” 
was sung. The tablet before the un- 
veiling was covered with the Union 
Jack. The ceremony was performed 
by the Reverend J. Armistead, vicar 
of Sandbeach, and a cousin of John 
Hornby.

New Air Mail Rates 
Schedule 
Kenzie River District 

With the inauguration of regular 


air mail services to the Mackenzie 
River District, the deputy postmaster- 


To Cover Service To Mac- 


general, at Ottawa, has announced, 
through the weekly bulletin, a new 
schedule of rates. 

In addition to the contract alr mail 
service in operation to the district, the 
Commercial Airways, Limited, -con- 
tractors, have been granted permis- 
sion to convey by air on other than 
mail days, such mail as is offered by 
the public for conveyance by this ser- 
vice, provided the senders assume all 
risk. 

The requirements for the air mail 
are: 

1. “By air mail” to be prominently 
written on the address side: 

2. The usual Canadian postage to 
be affixed on the address side. 

8. A special aerial sticker sold by 
the company or its agents represent- 
ing a charge of 10 cents an ounce to 
be'placed on the reverse side in pay- 
ment of the special charge for trans- 
mission by aerial service, which has 
been fixed by those making the flight. 

The new rates are as follows: 

Post office—Fort Chipewyan, Fort 
Fitzgerald, Fort Smith—-Air parcel 
post rates: 50 cents a pound or frac- 
tion of a pound, 

Post office—Fort Resolution, Hay 
River, Fort Providence--Air parcel 
post rates: 75 cents a pound or frac- 
tion of a pound. 4 

Post office—Fort Simpson, Wrigley, 
Fort Norman, Fort Good Hope—Air 
parcel post rates: $1.25 a pound or 
fraction of a pound, 

Post Office—-Arctic Red River, Fort 
McPherson, Aklavik, Herschel Island 
-~Air parcel post rates: $1.50 a pound 
or fraction of a pound.

Findings Of Canadian Scientist Most 
Accurate To Date 

The earth is not round after all. It 
is flattened at the poles and has quite

A. H. Miller, a Canadian scientist 
attached to the Dominion observatory 
at Ottawa, has completed measure- 
ments this year which show the 
diameter through the poles is 25 
miles less than through the equator. 

The difficult. feat of determining 
the globe’s true shape Was accom- 
plished with a pendulum swinging in 
a vacuum. It was carried to Berlin, 
Greenwich, Washington and back to 


.| Ottawa. 


At each point the speed of the 
swing varied with the differing 
pulls of gravity. From these ob- 
servations the delic'te calculations 
were made. Mr. Miller's findings are 
considered scientists as the most 
accurate to date.
